FIGHTING OLD "H. C. OF L." 


The middleman is to the, aver- 


age person the chief profiteer. It 
is quite natural, 
there-fore, that 


the popular fancj should turn to- 
ward the'elimination of the mid- 
dleman as a cure-all for exorbi- 
tant prices. 
Unfortunately, there 


is little evidence either in history 
or statistics to justify any great 
faith in the remedy. 


It may be true that there are 


wasteful processes in industry and 
that many 
middlemen can 
be 


eliminated. An extension of the 
parcels post, the perfection of our 
transportation system, and many 
other things are needed to bring 
the primary producer and the ulti- 
mate consumer together. The basic 
causes of the high cost of living, 
however,, do not concern the mid- 
dleman. We probably have fewer 
middlemen now than we had in 
the days when food was consider- 
ably cheaper. 


Nor will trading by the State 


operate against the deeper causes. 
During the war the British Gov- 
ernment bot and sold S5 per cent. 
of the total food of the nation, 
and prices were fixed in the casr-j 
of 94 per cent. The total annual 
amount so handled was between 
four and five billions of dollars,, j 
Yet the cost of living, except in' 
the case of a very few cominodi-' 
ties, is very much higher in Great j 
Britain today than it is in the 
United States. 


The primary caiise is interfer- 


ence with production. 
The ulti- 


mate cure is the elimination of all 
obstacles to free production. 
The j 


most serious of those obstacles isj 
monopoly of land itself, which is 
the source of all food. Every foot 
•of valuable 
land held
